Life behind the lines: Faithful service 


City Council adopts 
2014-15 budget 


Editors Note: This is the 
third in a multi-part series of 
stories about local World War 
II veterans and their families.

To think about service¬ 
men going off to war from 
1941-1945 conjures up im¬ 
ages of fighting on the front 
lines, fighter pilots, or firing 
big guns on naval battleships. 
While it’s easy to think they 
won the war, behind those 
fighting men and women was 
another army composed of 
those who worked quietly but 
just as honorably and faith¬ 
fully to supply the troops with 
needed materiel to win those 
battles. 

William “Bill” Thompson, 
89, of Middleburg, was one 
such man who served in the 
United States Navy from May 
1943 until he was honorably 
discharged in 1946. Thomp¬ 
son served in the Marshall 
Islands in the northern Pacific 
Ocean and on Guam. 

“I was in a Navy construc¬ 
tion battalion to build airports 
and ports. I also unloaded 
ships and did whatever they 
needed me to do,” Thompson

said. 

Raised on a farm on Walnut 
Hill and the New Salem com¬ 
munity in Lincoln County, 
Thompson was 18 years old 
when he was inducted into the 
Navy and left for training. 

“I got on the bus in Lib¬ 
erty, went to Louisville, then 
to Williamsburg, Va., on to 
Rhode island, and after that, 
two places in California,” he 
said, remarking that was a lot 
of traveling for a country boy 
not accustomed to it. 

From California to Hawaii 
on a troop transport ship, 
Thompson said that the stay 
there wasn’t long before he 
boarded another ship in Feb¬ 


ruary 1944 and headed to the 
Marshall Islands, in the north¬ 
ern Pacific ocean. 

During the estimated 10 
days on the ship, Thompson 
said that he never got sea¬ 
sick. But one thing he said he 
learned to do was to scramble 
up on deck when the sirens on 
the ship sounded, signaling an 
enemy air raid or submarine. 

“When a Japanese sub was 
in the area, our ship would lay 
down a smoke screen around 
the ship so they couldn’t see 
us,” he said. 

Marshall Islands 

Instead of finding a beau¬ 
tiful Pacific island paradise, 
what greeted Thompson as 
he stepped off the ship was 
the horrible stench of the rot¬ 
ting bodies of more than 6,000 
dead Japanese soldiers. 

“We followed the Marines 
in after they captured the is¬ 
lands and you can’t imagine 
the smell of all those bodies. 
I’ll never forget the scent, 
they were burying them by 
the bulldozers,” he said. “It 
was hot and even after you got 
them cleaned up you could 
still smell it for a long time.”

The Liberty City Council 
has adopted a budget of $4 
million for fiscal year 2014-15, 
up from this year’s $3.7 mil¬ 
lion budget. 

The first reading of the 
2014-15 budget was approved 
during a special called meeting 
on June 23 and adopted during 
the City Council the next day. 

City Clerk Sharleen Rod¬ 
gers said that the increase is 
due to the city’s contribution 
to the Casey County Career 
Development Center total¬ 
ing $193,155. This remaining 
cost will complete the city’s 
$250,000 commitment to the 
new college, $58,832 of which 
will have been paid this year. 

In the new budget, about $1 
million will operate the city 
while $1.2 milli on is allotted 
for the water and sewer fund 
and about $1.3 million is in the 
gas fund. 

The budget includes $1.1 
million in general fund rev¬ 


enues. In other funds, the reve¬ 
nues are $50,000 for the MAP 
fund; $5,000 for the Glenwood 
Cemetery fund; $1.2 million 
for the water and sewer fund; 
nearly $1.2 million in the gas 
fund; and $366,350 for the gar¬ 
bage fund. 

In city appropriations, 
$473,598 is set aside for gen¬ 
eral government; $397,394 for 
the Liberty Police Department; 
$118,901 for the Liberty Fire 
Department; and $65,800 for 
streets and public works. 

In general government, the 
largest allocation aside from 
the new college is $63,544 for 
salaries and wages, up slightly 
from $61,00 the previous year. 

Parks and Recreation will 
receive $30,000, the same as 
last year. 

Some of the largest expen¬ 
ditures included in the city 
police department’s appropria¬ 
tion is $182,000 for salaries 
and wages; $23,000 for insur¬ 
ance; $26,000 for benefits;

Still discovering Kentucky's past 


As many of you know, 
I was bom and raised in 
south Georgia but Ken¬ 
tucky has been home off 
and on for some 35 years. 
At least my mail has come 
to various addresses in the 
state. 

One of the many things 
that I love about Kentucky 
is the rich and colorful 
history that has shaped so 
many in the past. 

I have visited attrac¬ 
tions around the state such 
as Shaker Village, Lin¬ 
coln’s birthplace, the Belle 
of Louisville, Churchill 
Downs, the Louisville 
Slugger Museum, and var¬ 
ious civil war battlefields. 

The part of the state 
which really intrigues me 
and draws my attention is 
eastern Kentucky. I like to 
tell folks back home that 
I work in Casey County, 
one of the last counties 
considered to be a part of 
Appalachia. And, it’s pro¬ 
nounced App-uh-latch-uh, 



not Appa-lay-chuh. 

I’ve spent time in Bell 
County and have crossed 
into Tennessee several 
times from Middlesboro 
into Cumberland Gap. 

The Cumberland Gap 
tunnel took 17 years to 
build and I marvel each 
time I drive under that 
massive mountain know¬ 
ing that it was through this 
Cumberland Gap in the 
mountains that pioneers 
such as Daniel Boone in 
1775 and literally thou¬ 
sands of other immigrants 
traversed the “gap” and 
planted their stake in Ken¬ 
tucky. 

Of late, I’ve been read¬ 
ing Harry M. Caudill’s 
marvelous books based on 


his experiences of having 
practiced law and served 
in the state legislature as 
a resident from Letcher 
County. 

Caudill recounts stories 
from the colorful people 
who settled in Letcher 
County, many of whom 
came from Russia, Poland, 
Italy, and other European 
countries. As well, de¬ 
scendants of blacks who 
escaped the horrors of the 
War Between the States 
found work in the coal 
mines that sprang up in the 
region. 

Practicing law in his na¬ 
tive and beloved Whites- 
burg, in Letcher County, 
Caudill recounts stories of 
the people he represented 
from poor coal miners to 
“king-pin” politicians who 
literally ruled counties 
in the area for years and 
years. 

The stories are true and 
it would behoove anyone 
who lives in the Common¬ 


wealth to read “Slender 
is the Thread, Tales from 
a Country Law Office;” 
“The Mountain, the Miner, 
and the Lord, and Other 
Tales from a Country Law 
Office,” among others 
from Caudill’s pen. 

I’m also reading Cau¬ 
dill’s novel about a ficti¬ 
tious senator from Slaugh¬ 
ter County, Kentucky 
which readers familiar 
with Letcher County will 
see that Caudill produced 
a work which mirrors his 
life. 

These books are avail¬ 
able at the Casey County 
Public Library and the fine 
staff there will assist read¬ 
ers who want to explore 
these and many others of 
his excellent writing. 

Summer is a great time 
to catch up on reading 
and a visit to the local li¬ 
brary is one way to find 
those books to educate and 
stretch your mind.

I’ve never been much 
of a television junkie, but 
on occasion I enjoy watch¬ 
ing a few shows here and 
there, especially if it is 
Grey’s Anatomy.

In this particular show, 
and most of the others, the 
owners of the yard are a 
heterosexual couple and 
they each help with the 
yard transformation pro¬ 
cess. 

The host, and man in 
charge, almost always 
creates a scene where he 
shows the wife how to 
build something small and 
decorative. 

Usually the woman 
giggles and blushes like a 
14-year-old and acts as if 
she’s never seen a hammer 
before in her life. 

At this point I’m not 
sure whether they just al¬ 
ways stumble upon this 
prototype or if they pick 
and choose specifically 
until they find the perfect 


specimen. 

Either way, the proto¬ 
type woman gets handed 
a power tool, usually noth¬ 
ing bigger than a drill.

At that meeting, Phillips 
told Sweeney and council 
members that he doesn’t 
see the supposed Tack of 
interest’ that they have 
claimed as the reason for 
not having a parade. Also, 
he doesn’t understand why 
he was not contacted. 

“I’ve got a lot of resourc¬ 
es. I know a lot of patriots 
that are all about a Fourth 
of July parade. I’ve got 
folks ready to help right 
now,” Phillips said. “There 
is an interest. And I’m of¬ 
fering my help. I know that 
it takes work, but I ask you, 
is there too much work that 
one can do on Indepen¬ 
dence Day?” 

Sweeney told Phillips to 
gather anyone interested 
in planning and meet with 
him and Blaine Staat, Di¬ 
rector of Casey County 
Chamber of Commerce, 
on the following Thursday 
(June 26). 

City responds 

On June 26, Phillips 
stood before the mayor and 
Staat and rather than asking 
them for help, he told them 
that Liberty was going to 
have an Independence Day 
Celebration, including a 
parade, and if he had to do 
all of the work himself, he 
would. 

“Myself and the Apple 
Festival committee are 
going to have a parade,” 
Phillips said. “We’re not 
putting the burden on you. 
We know you have a lot of 
things to do. But we want 
to get something done for 
our kids. We want to teach 
our kids the right way.” 

During the meeting, 
Sweeney said that time, en¬ 
ergy, and money had been 
spent on Fourth of July fes¬ 
tivities in the past and “no 
one showed.” 

Initially, Sweeney had 
told Phillips that they had 
done several things to get 
the word out such as put¬ 
ting things in the local pa¬ 
per, sending emails, etc. 

But Staat said during the 
meeting that they did not 
put any ads about a plan¬ 
ning meeting in The Casey 
County News , though he 
had sent emails out through 
the Chamber of Commerce, 
made a public service an¬ 
nouncement on WKDO- 
FM, as well as a posting on 
Facebook, which resulted 
in only a handful of people 
showing up to the meet¬ 
ings. 

He reviewed the previ¬ 
ous years in which the city 
had provided festivities 
and volunteers who had 
promised their time, but 
did not show. 

“One year, half of the 
people who were supposed 
to come and help us that 
day, didn’t show up,” Staat 
said. “The people who did 
show up were out there in 
the sun cooking and it was 


absolutely exhausting. So 
we didn’t do anything the 
following year, other than 
fireworks.” 

Among those who were 
not on the Chamber of 
Commerce’s email list, 
were the Veterans of For¬ 
eign Wars and the Disabled 
American Veterans orga¬ 
nizations in Liberty, who 
Phillips said would have 
offered their help at any¬ 
time. 

“No one contacted us,” 
Phillips told the mayor. 

Sweeney said the City 
Council can’t just go out 
and contact everybody, 
they have to know who is 
interested. 

Staat told Phillips that he 
wasn’t getting a lot of en¬ 
thusiasm from the citizens 
of Liberty and he didn’t 
want to make anyone do 
something that they didn’t 
really want to do. 

“I have a network of vet¬ 
erans statewide,” Phillips 
said. “I understand that 100 
people will commit and 
only 10 people will show. I 
know it’s a tough job. But I 
think in my heart that there 
is no work too hard or too 
heavy for Independence 
Day, especially in a place 
called Liberty.” 

Phillips invited the City 
Council, Staat, and anyone 
else interested to partici¬ 
pate in the Independence 
Day Action meeting on 
June 27. 

Rising support 

With his phone ringing 
off the hook, Phillips said 
around 15 people showed 
up at Friday’s meeting, and 
an untold amount of people 
who could not make it to 
the meeting have offered 
their help in several other 
ways. No members of the 
City Council, nor the may¬ 
or or Staat, were present at 
the meeting. 

One of those in atten¬ 
dance was 11-year-old 
Sawyer Beeler, who volun¬ 
teered on his own accord, 
to help with the festivities. 

“I thought that was pretty 
remarkable,” Phillips said. 
“Sawyer came specifically 
to volunteer his time, and 
he’s just a child.” 

Phillips said it’s easy to 
garner support in a place 
like Liberty because the 
people bond together and 
help one another and that 
is what makes Liberty and 
Casey County a special 
place. 

With just a little over a 
week to plan, Phillips said 
he is overwhelmed with 
the rising support being of¬ 
fered by his community. 

“None of us wanted to 
hear on the state or national 
news that our town didn’t 
have Fourth of July events 
like the parade, due to a 
Tack of interest’ especially 
when that is not the case,” 
Phillips said. 

As a dedicated advocate 
for veterans in his com¬ 
munity and well known 


patriot, Phillips said when 
you wear a uniform, it rep¬ 
resents every person that 
has ever worn it and all of 
those that will wear it in 
the future. 

“The ones that gave their 
lives long ago, Revolu¬ 
tionary War veterans, that 
can’t speak for themselves 
anymore, all of the ones 
that served our country and 
served it well - those are 
the ones we are supposed 
to honor and stand up for 
on this day, not ourselves,” 
Phillips said. 

Full day scheduled 

Now that the smoke 
has cleared and the Casey 
County community has 
come together, a full day of 
Fourth of July events have 
been scheduled and people 
from all across the state of 
Kentucky are chiming in to 
show their support. 

A friend of Phillips, 
Retired Command Sgt. 
Freddie Joe Wilkerson, of 
Glasgow, plans to ride his 
motorcycle, along with a 
rising number of others, to 
Liberty to be a part of the 
parade. 

“I’ve yet to send an email 
to get ahold of anyone,” 
Phillips said. “I pick up the 
phone and call someone if 
I want their help, or I drive 
into town and see them.” 

Don Franklin Chevro¬ 
let will be supplying three 
trucks to lead the Indepen¬ 
dence Day Celebration pa¬ 
rade - one red, one white, 
and one blue. 

Behind the wheel of 
those trucks will be three 
grand marshals, each recip¬ 
ients of the oldest historical 
military medal in America, 
the Purple Heart. Grand 
marshals Jessie Wething- 
ton, Freddie Whited, and 
Earl Wilson Jr., will lead a 
parade of fire trucks, 4-H 
Straight Shooters, classic 
cars and tractors, horses, 
and more. 

Phillips said with only 
eight days to plan the pa¬ 
rade and other events, they 
are doing all they can to 
make this a memorable day 
for everyone. 

“I really believe in the 
people of Liberty and 
Casey County,” Phillips 
said. “They have really 
stepped up to show the 
world how important this 
one day really is.” 

With festivities begin¬ 
ning at 1 p.m.in downtown 
Liberty, the children of 
the community will have 
plenty of activities, as well 
as free hot dogs, chips and 
drinks and their own chil¬ 
dren’s parade beginning at 
5 p.m. 

Phillips said he almost 
can’t believe the way his 
home town community has 
come together and accom¬ 
plished so much in so little 
time. 

“We’ve already started 
planning next year’s pa¬ 
rade and activities,” Phil¬ 
lips said smiling.

$12,400 in police incentive 
pay; $32,760 in retirement; 
$18,000 for motor luel; and 
$5,000 in maintenance and 
repairs. 

The police budget is about 
$30,000 more than last year, 
due in large part to the pur¬ 
chase of two vehicles at a cost 
of $65,811, half of which will 
be reimbursed in the future 
through the COPS grant. 

For the fire department, the 
largest allocation is $30,000 
for fire calls and $26,860 was 
set aside for payment on the 


city’s newest fire truck. Anoth¬ 
er $14,400 was added for the 
fire chiefs salary, the same as 
last year. Insurance for the de¬ 
partment totals $8,000 while 
utilities account for $8,400 in 
the budget. 

For streets and public works 
the budget includes a total 
of $65,800, down from last 
year’s $219,165. 

According to Rodgers, the 
large decrease is due to a pre¬ 
viously budgeted SRTS side¬ 
walk grant which the city had 
to budget in order to apply. 

The city chose not to re¬ 
ceive the SRTS sidewalk grant 


due to strict mles governing 
the use of the grant money. 

The budget also includes 
$50,000 for utilities for street 
signs. Street sign replacements 
are budgeted for $10,000 and 
another $6,000 is included 
for parts, supplies, and equip¬ 
ment. 

The council also approved 
the amended budget for FY14, 
to balance the current year’s 
budget. 

The amendment left the city 
with estimated fond balances 
of $130,955 in the general 
fond and $83,544 in the cem¬ 
etery fond.

Legislative News 


Remember our veterans and active service people this Independence Day 


The report of tax revenue 
shortfalls brings to mind that 
we all can help by support¬ 
ing legitimate businesses 
that comply with the law. 
This issue came up during 
the session earlier this year 
as we worked to make penal¬ 
ties stiffer for companies who 
used software that made the 
revenue owed to the state dis¬ 
appear. This software com¬ 
monly referred to as “tax zap- 
per” works by changing the 
sales totals on computerized 
registers. This allows retailer 
to keep sales tax revenue that 
is due to the state. In other 
words, the perpetrators are 
stealing money from both the 
consumer and the state. 

With House Bill 69, the 
General Assembly made the 
use of tax zappers a class D 
felony offense. In addition, all 
profits made from the illegal 
activity would be forfeited 
and the retailer’s business 
permit would be suspended 
for ten years. 

The potential impact of this 
activity would cost the state a 
great deal of revenue. One es¬ 
timate claims that Kentucky 
could be losing up to $200 
million per year in revenue. 
The use of tax zappers is a na¬ 
tional problem and Kentucky 
is not the only state to enact 
such legislation. California, 
Connecticut, Vermont, Il¬ 
linois, Louisiana and North 
Carolina have such laws on 
the books, and more states are

sure to follow suit. 

In other budget-related 
challenges, state agencies 
will most likely receive bud¬ 
get cuts to absorb the revenue 
shortage. I call upon Gov¬ 
ernor Beshear to ensure that 
childcare payments continue, 
and refuse to make any cuts 
to them in order to balance 
the budget. 

As we close out June, I 
know many of us are ex¬ 
cited about Independence 
Day, one of our greatest holi¬ 
days.

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Man charged with 
firebombing rival biker gang

Ricky Fields has been indicted by the Kenton 
County grand jury for firebombing and shoot¬ 
ing up a Covington home used as a clubhouse 
by a chapter of a biker gang known as the Iron 
Horsemen. 

Authorities say Fields is member of the De¬ 
troit Highwaymen, a rival biker gang, and that 
on a weekend in February he and another man 
allegedly threw an incendiary device and fired 
into the building on Pleasant Street, between 
Garrard and Greenup streets. 

People were in the building — which is sur¬ 
rounded by other homes — but no one was 
hurt. 

Fields is charged with arson and wanton en- 
dangerment. 

Kenton County Commonwealth’s Attorney 
Rob Sanders said the grand jury is still consider¬ 
ing charges against Emmert Earls, who also was 
allegedly involved. 

“This is the first issue we’ve had involving 
either of the motorcycle clubs,” Sanders said, 
noting that the Iron Horsemen have had a pres¬ 
ence in Covington for quite some time, while the 
Detroit Highwaymen arrived more recently. 

Some scuffles between the groups have been 
reported across the river in Cincinnati as well 
as an incident in 2010 when Cincinnati police 
killed a member of the Iron horsemen in a shoo¬ 
tout in a bar in Camp Washington.

But if you insist on celebrating at home, Swo¬ 
pe said safety and supervision are keys to a suc¬ 
cessful celebration. 

He offers these tips to keep your family safe 
over the upcoming July 4th holiday and through¬ 
out the summer: 

• Use fireworks outdoors only. 

• Obey local laws. If fireworks are not legal 
where you live, do not use them. 

• Always have a bucket of water or a working 
water hose nearby. 

• Only use fireworks as intended. Don’t try to 
alter them or combine them. 

• Never relight a “dud” firework. Wait 20 
minutes and then soak it in a bucket of water. 

• Use common sense. Spectators should keep 
a safe distance from the shooter and the shooter 
should wear safety glasses. 

• Alcohol and fireworks do not mix. Have a 
“designated adult shooter.” 

• Do not use homemade fireworks or illegal 
explosives: They can kill you. 

• Report illegal explosives to the fire or po¬ 
lice department in your community. Fireworks 
for sale to the public are clearly marked as 1.4 
fireworks. 

• Adult supervision is required at all times 
while using fireworks. 

According to state law, people under 18 can¬ 
not sell fireworks unless supervised by a parent 
or guardian; people under 18 cannot purchase 
fireworks; fireworks cannot be used within 200 
feet of a structure, vehicle or other person; and 
fireworks cannot be sold to anyone who is under 
the influence of dmgs or alcohol. 


Good com crop 
enters critical stage

If favorable weather conditions continue, 
Kentucky could see another record com crop 
this year. 

“The next three weeks are probably the most 
critical,” said Dr. Chad Lee, extension agrono¬ 
mist with the University of Kentucky. 

According to Lee, the com is trying to polli¬ 
nate and it is in that period when the crop is most 
sensitive to the weather. 

“Excessive heat and dryness can have a 
dramatic effect,” Lee said. “If we have decent 
weather (in the coming weeks) our chances for 
high yields are very good. If it is very hot, the 
chances for a high yield are not very good.” 

The Associated Press earlier this week re¬ 
ported a drop in the price of com as weather 
conditions remained favorable for the crop. The 
U.S. Department of Agriculture is forecasting a 
record crop this year, according to the AP. 

“You want to have good yields, but you don’t 
want to have low prices,” said Lee. 

Com is Kentucky’s number one cash crop, 
bringing in more money to the commonwealth 
than soybeans, tobacco, hay and wheat, accord¬ 
ing to the Kentucky Com Growers Association. 
The 2013 Kentucky com crop was reported by 
the USDA’s national agricultural statistical ser¬ 
vice to be 243 million bushels, making it the 
largest crop in the state’s history. 

There are approximately 1.5 million acres 
of com planted in Kentucky, according to Lee, 
which represents about $1 billion in cash re¬ 
ceipts. Com makes up almost one-quarter of 
the total agriculture-related cash receipts in the 
state. 

Rice may be the largest crop in total acreage 
worldwide, Lee said, but com is also high on 
the list. That can be attributed to, among other 
things, genetics and management practices. 

There are a lot of things to use com for, such 
as feed for livestock, ethanol production, and 
other things that require starch, such as baby dia¬ 
pers, Lee said. 

“Last year was a record year (in Kentucky) 
for com, soybeans and wheat, which is highly 
unusual,” Lee said. 

Officials urge caution 
in using fireworks

Let the professionals entertain your family.”

Possible governor candidates 
need to move quickly

The early gubernatorial campaigns of Demo¬ 
crat Jack Conway and Republican Hal Heiner 
appear to be pushing at least one other candidate 
toward getting in. 

Agriculture Commissioner James Comer said 
Thursday the campaigns, especially Conway’s, 
probably mean that other candidates need to 
decide more quickly than he previously thought 
when he said he would probably announce his 
intentions after the November election. 

“Anybody who wants to get in will probably 
have to move up their time table by a couple of 
months,” Comer said. “I’m going to be making 
my decision very soon.” 

Comer had said that he planned to wait until 
after the November election so as to keep Re¬ 
publican emphasis in 2014 on winning control 
of the state House of Representatives, which 
Democrats have held for more than 90 years. 

Comer said his biggest concern is that Con¬ 
way is out raising money, but, more importantly 
is busy uniting the Democratic party, which he 
said would make it difficult on a Republican 
who waited too late to begin campaigning. 

On Thursday, Conway announced that former 
Sen. Wendell Ford, U.S. Rep. John Yarmuth and 
former state Auditor Crit Luallen were endors¬ 
ing him. That gives him a powerful trio of sur¬ 
rogates from Western Kentucky, Louisville and 
central Kentucky. 

“It appears the Democrats are rallying around 
Conway,” said Comer. 

Heiner is trying to do the same thing on the 
Republican side as Conway is on the Demo¬ 
cratic side — traveling the state, raising money 
and lining up support while Comer is somewhat 
limited because he hasn’t announced a running 
mate and therefore is prohibited by law from 
raising campaign money. 

Both Heiner and Conway must report in July 
how much they have raised and contributed to 
their campaigns over the last three months. If 
they announce staggering figures, it could serve 
to convince others not to mn. 

Already, some of the top Democrats have 
opted out. 

Luallen, current Auditor Adam Edelen, and 
Lt. Gov. Jerry Abramson have all said they 
wouldn’t mn. Gov. Steve Beshear is prohibited 
by term limits from running again. 

Former Lt. Gov. Daniel Mongiardo is leaning 
toward challenging Conway. House Speaker 
Greg Stumbo has not mled out a mn. Others be¬ 
ing mentioned on the Democratic side are Lex¬ 
ington banker Luther Deaton and former U.S. 
Rep. Ben Chandler. 

On the Republican side, former U.S. Ambas¬ 
sador to Latvia Cathy Bailey, of Louisville, is 
weighing her options and state Supreme Court 
Justice Will T. Scott, of Pikeville is mentioned 
as a possibility. 

But before Comer gets in, he must find a run¬ 
ning mate. He said he’s talked with a number of 
possibilities, including Kelly Knight, of Lexing¬ 
ton, the girlfriend of billionaire coal executive 
Joe Craft and a political fundraising rival of 
Bailey.

Review water safety rules this summer

During the summer season, 
many people will spend time 
enjoying being in or on water. 
Before taking the boat out, vis¬ 
iting the pool, or trying a new 
water sport, it is imperative to 
understand proper safety and 
risk prevention. It is especially 
important for parents to re¬ 
view the mles of water safety 
with their children to prevent 
drowning. 

A small child can drown 
within minutes in as much as a 
few inches of water while chil¬ 
dren between the ages of 1 and 
4 typically drown in swim¬ 
ming pools. As children grow 
older, drowning occurs most 
often in lakes, rivers, and other 
open areas of water. 

Before your family ventures 
to a swimming pool this sum¬ 
mer, keep these safety precau¬ 
tions in mind and pass them 
along to your children: 

• Teach your children to 
swim. 


• Never leave infants or 
young children unattended 
near any body of water. 

• Only swim in places that 
are supervised. 

• Never dive into unfamiliar 
water. 

• Never drink alcohol and 
swim. 

Boating remains one of the 
most popular summer recre¬ 
ational activities with more 
than 70 million Americans 
involved in recreational boat¬ 
ing. With such a high number 
of participants, it is important 
to be aware of any risks and 
problems associated with 
boating. Preparation alone 
can eliminate many boating 
issues. 

Use the following tips to aid 
in your preparation: 

• Be weather wise: Sud¬ 
den wind shifts, lightning 
flashes and choppy water all 
can mean a storm is brewing. 
Bring a portable radio to check 
weather reports. 

• Bring extra gear you may 


need: A flashlight, extra bat¬ 
teries, matches, a map of 
where you are, flares, sun tan 
lotion, and first aid kit. Put 
those that need to be protect¬ 
ed in a watertight pouch or a 
container that floats. 

• Tell someone where 
you’re going, who is with 
you, and how long you’ll be 
away. 

• Then check your boat, 
equipment, boat balance, en¬ 
gine and fuel supply before 
leaving. 

• Never drink alcoholic 
beverages on a boat. Being 
“tipsy” can result in falling 
overboard. 

Your ability to swim safely 
or call for help is greatly re¬ 
duced, as alcohol slows reac¬ 
tions.

The first major undertak¬ 
ing for Thompson’s unit on 
the Marshall Islands — just 
70 square miles — was to 
lengthen an airstrip that had 
been built by the Japanese 
who had occupied the islands 
since the early 1900s. 

“It was so small that we had 
to put an extension on it,” he 
said. “I also unloaded ships.” 

Once a suitable base was 
established on the island, 
Thompson volunteered for 
another job, that while once 
again was not in the spotlight, 
it was one that paid divi¬ 
dends. 

“They needed some volun¬ 
teers for KP (kitchen patrol) 
and I said T’m your man.’ I 
liked that. I was 18 years old, 
hungry, and I got all I wanted 
to eat. I kinda liked it and told 
them I’d stay with them,” he 
said, laughing. 

As for the food, Thomp¬ 
son said that the first couple 
of weeks on the islands, the 
men ate K rations, individual 
boxed food units containing 
canned foods, candy, biscuits, 
a wooden spoon, and ciga¬ 
rettes, among other items. 

“The cigarettes were Un¬ 
derwoods. I didn’t like them 
and I had a carton of Lucky 
Strikes. Everybody smoked 
then but I quit them things a 
long time ago.” 


After a proper kitchen was 
set up, he said that the grub 
greatly improved. 

“They had the best feed 
you ever seen. It was good 
food — steaks and mutton. I 
was a clean up man and I also 
helped serve the lines,” he 
said, smiling at the memory. 

Airraids 

Japanese war planes fre¬ 
quently flew over these Pacific 
islands to strafe the American 
troops and to drop bombs. 

As sirens sounded almost 
every night on the island, 
spotlights illuminated the 
skies so the American artillery 
could try and shoot down the 
planes. Others would hunker 
down in hand dug foxholes in 
the sand. 

“They didn’t cover much 
so one night I found an empty 
metal barrel and climbed in it 
for protection. It got to roll¬ 
ing on me on the beach and I 
wondered I might roll out to 
sea so I got out of that and got 
me another hole for the next 
two to three hours.” 

Thompson said that during 
one raid, he hid out in a crane, 
which he said was much bet¬ 
ter than the sand foxholes. 

Guam 

Having survived the work 
on the Marshall Islands, 
Thompson then moved on to 
serve on Guam, an island lo¬ 
cated 3,300 miles west of Ha¬ 
waii, in the western Pacific. 

Although he’s a bit hazy 


now on the exact dates, the 
young Casey Countian said 
he never forgot a visit that he 
experienced while on Guam. 

“I saw Artise Tarter. He was 
in the Army and he worked on 
airplane engines and he took 
me for a ride. I went up with 
him flying around the island. 
That was my first airplane 
ride and I did it with him from 
Casey County.” 

Thompson also got to see 
the Enola Gay, the American 
B-29 bomber that dropped the 
atomic bomb on Hiroshima, 
Japan, on Aug. 6,1945. Three 
days later, another atomic 
bomb was dropped on Naga¬ 
saki, Japan, effectively ending 
the war. 

Back home 

Mustered out from the 
service in 1946, Thomp¬ 
son returned home to marry 
Avoniel, his beloved wife of 
68 years, who he now affec¬ 
tionately calls “granny.” 

Thompson said that he had 
“sparked” the pretty brunette 
with a beautiful smile before 
going off to war. 

To “spark” a girl meant to 
court, or date her. 

“I met her in the kitchen. 
She was making hot choco¬ 
late at a little church party for 
Middleburg Baptist Church 
in Mrs. Sue Bates’ house,” he 
said. 

As to what attracted 
Thompson to his ftiture bride, 
he said that was easy. 

“I was interested in her 


looks, of course. She weighed 
about 130 and could carry a 
good conversation and tell 
me how sweet I was,” he said 
mischievously. 

Bill and Avoniel raised a 
daughter, Gwen, while spend¬ 
ing the majority of their mar¬ 
ried life living in Middleburg. 
Gwen is married to Donny 
Grider, who Thompson calls 
“my wife’s son-in-law.” The 
Griders have two sons, both 
of whom are Lexington police 
officers. 

Thompson has farmed, 
painted bams and bam roofs, 
and has done anything to raise 
his family and take care of 
their needs. He also led the 
singing at the Middleburg 
Baptist Church for about 30 
years. 

Now, in the twilight years 
of their lives, many pleas¬ 
ant afternoons are spent in a 
swing parked under a large 
shade tree in their back yard. 
Both he and Avoniel share 
relatively good health with 
his biggest problem having 
suffered hearing loss from the 
war. 

Still, Thompson said that 
as he looks back at 1943 and 
being 18 years old and going 
off to war, he did what he had 
to do. 

“Can you imagine being an 
18 year old? You get lonely 
and all that stuff but I made 
it pretty good. I just buckled 
down and went to it.” 

A trait that served him well 
the rest of his life.

The resolution regarding a 
Federal COPS grant was ap¬ 
proved by the council. The 


COPS grant will enable Lib¬ 
erty to have a School Resource 
Officer at the elementary 
schools. The grant will cover 
75 percent of the cost and the 
city will cover the remaining 
25 percent. 

“I think if we can have an 
officer on site, teaching the 
kids about the issues that they 
face today, then it will be a 
great benefit,” Sweeney said. 

Progress has been made at 
the new college, according to 
Sweeney, and the infrastruc¬ 
ture for electric and plumbing 
was scheduled to be done by 
June 27. The project is ex¬ 
pected to be completed some 
time in January, if not before, 
he said. 

The city is selling veteran 
stones again, as a tribute to 
veterans of Liberty. Mayor 
Sweeney would like to encour¬ 
age veterans and their families 
to purchase a memorial stone 
for $65 each.

Four face drug charges
